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Response to Amendment 

The after final amendment will not be entered because it raises new issues that 
would require further searching and consideration. In claims 5 and 10 the new 
limitations that the there is a housing with an infrared lamp and a shield mounted 
thereon and the infrared absorbing stakes are disposed between the lamp and the 
shield require further search and consideration. 

Amended claim 12 is drawn to a different species than claims 5 and 10. The 
specification teaches two species, one where the assembly is bonded with infrared 
absorbing stakes and one where the assembly is bonded with a heat activated adhesive 
and the two species require different systems. The removal of the limitation of the 
staking apparatus effectively changes claim 12 to the species wherein the assembly is 
bonded with a heat activated adhesive. It is noted that claims 12 and 16 is considered 
to be drawn to a nonelected invention since applicant received an action on the merits 
for the originally presented invention that was directed to the species wherein the 
assembly is bonded using infrared absorbing stakes. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP 
§ 821.03.
